S.O. 441 (E)r -Whereas clause (e) of sub-scction 
(1) of section 30 of the Multi-State Co-operative 
Societies Act, 1984 (51 of 1984) provides that elec¬ 
tions, if any, of the members of the board of every 
niulti-State co-operative society, other than nomi¬ 
nated member.s, shall be held in the general meeting 
of its members in the prescribed manner; 

And whereas sub-rule (1) of rule 27 and rule 28 
of the Multi-State Co-operative Societies (Registra¬ 
tion, Membersliip, Direction and Management, 
Settlement of Disputes, Appeal and Revision) Rules, 
1985 provide for the procedure for conduct of elec¬ 
tions in every multi-state co-operative society: 

And whereas byc-law No. 22 of the South Central 
Railway Employees’ Co-operative Credit Society 
Limited, Secunclrabad, a multi-state co-operative 
society deemed to be registered under the Multi-State 
Co-operative Societies Act, 1984 (51 of 1984), provi¬ 
des that the management of the society shall vest in 
the Board of Directors consisting of the ex-officio 
Pi'csident, who shall be the head of the department 
of Railway nominated by the Registrar of Co-opera¬ 
tive Societies, Andhra Fradesh, Hyderabad in con¬ 
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sultation with the General Manager of Railway, 
three directors nominated by the said Registrar in 
consultation with the President of the society and 
twenty one directors elected from amongst the share¬ 
holders one each from the constituencies; 

And whereas for the purpose of election of the said 
twenty-one Directors, the entire jurisdiction of the 
society is divided into twenty-one constituencies and 
one director from each constituency by the members 
of that constituency; 

And whereas the society considers useful the asso¬ 
ciation of Railway official as its President in an ex- 
officio capacity and three other nominated directors 
and the existing system of elections of the Directors 
by the respective constituencies; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (2) of Section 99 of the Multi-State 
Co-operative Societies Act, 1984 (51 of 1984), the 
Central Government hereby exempts the South Cen¬ 
tral Railway Employees’ Co-operative Credit Society 
Limited, Secundrabad from the provisions of clause 
(e) of sub-section (1) of section 30 of the said Act 
and sub-rule (1) of rule 27 and rule 28 of the Multi- 
State Co-operative Societies (Registration, Member¬ 
ship, Direction and Management, Settlement of Dis¬ 
putes, Appeal and Revision) Rules, 1985 so as to 
enable the said society to conduct the elections of 
the members of the Board by ballot in the manner 
laid down in the bye-laws and also to enable the 
said society to continue the existing procedure of 
having a Railway official nominated as the President 
of the said society and also three Directors nomi¬ 
nated from among the officers of the Railway of the 
said society.
